“WOUND STITCHED. ~ 


FIGHT FOR LIFE OF DYING 
CHINESE. 


"Sixcarone, June 13th. - 
The wonders of modern ‘surgery 
were strikingly demonstrated at the 
General ‘Hospital, Singapore, on 
Monday, when Mr.:O. J. Smith, the 
senior surgeon, successfully stitched 
astah wound ina man’s heart. 

The facts ‘are that about 8.30 on 
Monday morning a Chinese Was 
admittéd to the hospital suffering 
from a stab wound dn the chest. He 
was ‘in a very collapsed condition, 
hia pulse could scareély be detected, 
and it was obvious that his life was 
in danger. The man was sent to 
the operating, theatre: immediately, 
and Mr. Smith, "who was assisted 
by. Dr. Balhetchet, house surgeon, 
discovered: that the stab wound had 
‘not gone downwards inte, the 
abdomen, as was at first ‘suspected, 
but upwards into the heart and 
internal bleeding was taking place. 

Three ribs were separated from 
the. breastbone, so’ as to give access 
to the chest cavity, and the ‘peri-’ 
cardium (the outer lining of the 
heart) was cut, whereupon, blood 
immediately gushed out. ‘It was 
then found that a small stab woltnd, 
about suaiter of an inch long, had 

etrated the’ left chamber of the 
art. Mr: Smith sexed up this 
wound with three stitches, replaced: 
the ribs, and the whole operation— 
which had to be’ performed quickly |.
